The theory Ls made more plausible at this 
particular time by evidence that restoration of a bal­ 
ance of power has checked the empire building of 
the relch and Italy. 
The idea would be to give them as much as pos­ 
sible in the way of economic power, which both ad­ 
mittedly need, before they loel constrained to make 
a suicidal attempt to seize it outright by military 
force 
It is a 'reminder that ever since the World 
war the unfavorable plight of both countries has 
been recognized, that numerous reports have been 
prepared on the subject, but that nothing ever was 
done. 
Perhaps as an alternative to military warfare, it 
will be possible even yet to negotiate a settlement of 
the economic warfare which paved th e way for 
th e 
triumph of sword rattlers in Germany and Italy,

REPEALING A REVISING 
All this serving of tax ultimatums back and forth 
between the White House and congressmen Is great 
stuff for popular effect, but It doesn’t have much to 
do with taxation. 
For the purpose of argument let it be conceded 
that If certain taxes with deterrent effect on industry 
and capital were lifted, business wduld be better 
Many experts, including some on the inside of the 
New Deal, think so 
But let It also be conceded for the purpose of 
sticking to common sense that when government 
Isn't able to pay its own way and ls operating at a 
deficit, repealing taxes without repealing expendi­ 
tures is the nuttiest kind of folly. 
The only way ever discovered to balance an un­ 
balanced budget is to levy more taxes, to spend less 
money, or to do a little of both. President Roosevelt's 
sudden interest in fiscal regularity, which prompts 
him to oppose tax repeal unaccompanied by substitu­ 
tion of new taxes, may be prompted mainly by desire 
to save his New Deal bacon. 
Nevertheless, 
in de­ 
manding to know whether the opposition intends to 
revise taxes or merely to repeal certain taxes without 
either finding new sources or reducing income he is 
closer right than ft is. 
The wildest New Dealer in 
the spending business never claimed that the way 
to balance the budget was to do less taxing. 
When congressmen admit the folly of voting for 
bigger appropriations and smaller taxes, their con­ 
stituents will begin to take their opinions on tax 
“ revision" more seriously.
